Merger idea receives a mixed welcome 


PLANS to merge vital serv¬ 
ices across four east Kent 
districts have caused friction 
between councils, with Dover 
denying they are the first 
move to a unitary authority 

The proposals have come from the 
East Kent Joint Arrangements 
Committee, which was set up to look 
at integrating services in Dover, 
Canterbury, Folkestone and Thanet. 

Waste management, benefits and 
leisure provision will be some of the 
services that are joined together if 
the move goes ahead, covering a total

population of almost 400,000 people. 

Some critics have said the scheme is 
an attempt to create a unitary author¬ 
ity outside of Kent County Council, 
while others in Canterbury have 
questioned the city’s motives in ally¬ 
ing with what they claim are less 
financially stable councils. 

Liberal Democrat leader Alex 
Perkins at Canterbury City Council 
has hit out at the plans, stating that 
the city council has little to gain from 
joining services with Dover, Folke¬ 
stone and Thanet. 

He claims these councils are “run 


absolutely disastrously” and have no 
money. He also states that Canter¬ 
bury can run Whitstable harbour 
better than Dover can control its port. 

Cllr Clive Meredith, leader of the 
Liberal Democrats at Dover District 
Council, said: “Canterbury has a good 
rating from various reports, whereas 
Dover’s only got a fair rating. 

“Cllr Perkins is obviously feeling 
that in some cases this isn’t going to 
be what is best for Canterbury. 

“But the idea is to streamline serv¬ 
ices and reduce costs and they really 
must look a little further ahead. 

“Time will tell what will happen - it

POPULAR Dover Pageant 
master Mike McFamell has 
announced his decision to 
become the town’s new 
events manager. 

The hotelier, who stood down from 
organising the pageant this year, 
revealed his plans at a meeting of the 
Festival of Dover committee. 

Mr McFamell has been involved in 
many tourism events in Dover and 
was responsible for the World 
Archery Tournament which drew 
thousands into the town. 

He founded the Friends of Dover 
Castle website and also organises the 
annual Dover Film Festival, as well 
as producing a film each year about 
life in the town. 

He said: “People are always amazed 
by the number of events that go on in 
Dover and I want this to carry on. 

“The end of the pageant is the clos¬ 
ing of one chapter and this is the start 
of a new one. 

“I’m not letting go of other projects 
just because I’m standing down from 
organising the pageant. 

“I’m carrying on doing what I’ve 
always done and focusing on bringing 
more tourists to the town - but now 
there will be a title for what I actual¬ 
ly do.” 

Members of the committee who 
works alongside Mr McFamell voiced 
concerns that it would be a lot to cope 
with, but the 62-year-old is pleased to 
take on the position. 

He said: “The committee seemed to 
accept it after I made the announce¬ 
ment, but really this is just a name to 
cover everything I do.

“I want to find a suitable name to 
describe us as a group, although it’s 
too early to complete our delibera¬ 
tions. 

“There are a lot of people involved 
in the events, and many who have 
helped over the years, so it would be 
good to have them recognised.” 

Among the tasks ahead of Mr 
McFamell is deciding what to do with 
the Dover Pageant website. 

He said: “We’ll probably do some¬ 
thing with it as it had thousands of 
hits from people wanting to know 
about the pageant. 

“I’m not sure yet, I have so many 
ideas - some good, some bad! My 
main aim is to get more people into 
Dover and carry on with organising 
events.” 

Aside from planning the town’s 
events, Mr McFamell also runs a 
Civic Pride campaign calling for resi¬ 
dents to identify eyesores and derelict 
sites in an attempt to get something 
done about them.

will take a couple of years to sort it all 
out. Hopefully it will result in better 
and cheaper services.” 

Asked whether job losses would 
occur if the scheme went ahead, Cllr 
Meredith told Yourdover: “To talk 
about job losses is a little premature. 

“Only yesterday it was announced 
by the union that council employees 
are taking part in a strike over their 
pay this summer. But this joint work¬ 
ing arrangement plan will not have 
an effect on any of this.” 

A spokesman at Dover District 
Council also denied claims that the 
merger was an attempt to create a 
unitary authority. 

He said: “The committee is meeting 
tomorrow for the first time to talk 
about joint working arrangements 
between the four councils. 

“It is not about forming one council, 
but seeing how these east Kent dis¬ 
tricts can work together to create effi¬ 
cient services.” 


NHS dentistry's 
£L5m injection 

DENTAL care across the district is 
receiving a cash boost in the hope of 
increasing the number of NHS 
patient places. 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust is investing £1.5 
million to tackle the shortage of den¬ 
tists and both private and NHS prac¬ 
tices will be able to bid for contracts. 

Since March 2006 the number of 
people seeing NHS dentists fell from 
244,025 to 240,020 in March 2007. 

Less than a year later, in December 
2007, the figure had dropped by a fur¬ 
ther 7,000. 

In an attempt to stop the decline, 
the trust is trying to expand services 
and boost the availability of dentists. 

Adverts have been placed in trade 
magazines seking dentists willing to 
treat NHS patients. 

A spokesman at Total Dentalcare in 
Dover said: ‘We haven’t seen a drop in 
patients here, as we are an NHS prac¬ 
tice. In fact, we’re inundated. 

‘We’ve seen a growth in the number 
of patients trying to be seen, but 
unfortunately we can’t take on every¬ 
body. There are plenty of dentists, but 
most of them are private.” 

An extra £2 million is also being 
invested for orthodontic treatments 
on top of the £1.5 million. 

Funds are also being made avail¬ 
able for those who cannot easily 
access high street dentistry, such as 
special needs patients. 

The trust spends an estimated £32 
million on dental services a year.

Display of outfits 
by designer who 
added glamour to 
Monroe legend

THE work of the costume designer who 
famously dressed Marilyn Monroe is com¬ 
ing to Deal in an exhibition guaranteed to 
bring a bit of glitz and glamour to Kent. 

William Travilla, who died in Los Angeles in 1990, 
designed outfits for the glamour-pusses of the 1950s and 
now, in a three-day show, many of his iconic designs are 
being shown to the public. 

The exhibition, showcasing famous dresses from 
Hollywood’s golden era, is being held at the Royal Hotel 
and will run from June 27-29, between 10am and 7pm. 

Starting out designing clothes for Hollywood strippers, 
Travilla progressed to working on eight films with 
Monroe as well as dressing 270 celebrities including Judy 
Garland, Lauren Bacall and Joan Crawford. 

As well as winning an Oscar for his work on the Errol 
Flynn drama The Adventures of Don Juan in 1948, the 
designer collected several Emmys after freelancing on 
epics such as TV supersoap Dallas and Evita. 

Sketches of designs and dresses worn by critically 
acclaimed actresses and fashion icons have already been 
displayed at successful shows across the UK 

Andrew Hansford, who organised the Deal exhibition, 
said: “Past exhibitions have been great, really emotive. 
People still love Marilyn. 

“However, the show is about Travilla for me and I strive 
to talk about him, his relationship with her and the other 
stars he dressed.” 

Dresses belonging to Judy Garland, Whitney Houston, 
Linda Gray and Betty Grable will be on show, along with 
original sketches of designs and Travilla’s Oscar and 
Emmys. 

Legendary Monroe couture pieces, including the iconic 
white halter dress and pink satin dress from Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes, will also be displayed. Performances of 
Diamonds Are A Girl’s Best Friend will also be shown. 

Mr Hansford said: “The importance of the Travilla col¬ 
lection cannot be overestimated. These are priceless icon-

Alarming rise in self-harm 
cases at removals centre 


A BIG increase in the number of 
cases of detainees self-harming at 
Dover’s Immigration Removals 
Centre has been reported. 

Figures from the National 
Coalition of Anti-Deportation 
Campaigns show 18 cases were 
recorded in the first three months of 
2008 - more than double the figure 
seen in the same period last year. 

Between January and March 2008, 
32 detainees were also formally fist¬ 
ed as being at risk of self-harm. In 
the whole of last year there were 118 


Other detention centres controlled 
by the recently formed UK Border 
Agency report a significantly lower 
number of instances among 
detainees than the centre in Dover. 


The centre, on the Western 
Heights, uses a segregation unit for 
disruptive immigrants. 

The Independent Monitoring 
Board, appointed by the Home Office, 
is concerned that use of the unit has 
trebled in the last two years. 

John Roper, chairman of the board, 
said quicker removal would solve the 
problem. 

A Home Office statement said: 
“The UK Border Agency takes any 
incident of self-harm very seriously 
and the health of all detainees is 
monitored closely. 

“Healthcare professionals who 
work in the detention centre are 
required to report cases where it is 
considered that a person’s health is 
being affected by continuous deten¬ 


tion. Staff at all immigration removal 
centres are trained to help identify 
and prevent suicide and self-harm.” 

The National Coalition of Anti- 
Deportation Campaigns wrote on its 
website about the “alarming 
increase” shown in the figures, which 
were acquired through a Freedom of 
Information request. 

Members of the coalition believe 
the reason for the rise in self-harm¬ 
ing detainees comes from the slow 
process of deporting them. 

Almost 90 per cent of immigrants 
at the centre in Dover are foreign 
prisoners who have served their sen¬ 
tences and are awaiting decisions on 
deportation.

DOVER Town Council has pro¬ 
duced a set of proposals which are 
aimed at improving the quality of 
life for residents and the experience 
of those who visit the town. 

Created by members of the council, the three- 
year corporate plan looks at ways to promote 
the regeneration of the town, along with cele¬ 
brating its culture and history. 

The Mayor of Dover, Cllr Diane Smallwood, 
said: “We have undertaken considerable 
amounts of discussion and hard work to reach 
this stage in the town council’s development. 

“As I stated at the mayor-making ceremony, 
we now enter the next critical phase as we 
continue to chart our plans for the future. 

“This involves seeking and welcoming input 
from all our partners and the many specialist 
interest groups and individuals that wish 
Dover well, and intend to make it happen.” 

One of the major factors the plan highlights is 
the way in which a joint partnership between 
stakeholders could move the district forward.

Pair chosen for 
royal honours 

A FORMER Sandwich mayor has been recog¬ 
nised in the Queen’s Birthday Honours for his 
voluntary service to the communities of east 
Kent. 

Town councillor John Bragg was made an 
OBE following years of working within differ¬ 
ent organisations in the district. 

As well as being a town councillor for 23 
years, the 78-year-old was mayor for three 
years from 1989 and the speaker of the 
Confederation of the Cinque Ports from 1989- 
1990. He was also a district councillor between 
1986 and 2003. 

Cllr Bragg, who lives in Sandwich with his 
wife Anthea, was a director at Pfizer and 
chairman of the Canterbury and Thanet 
health authority, which was then East Kent. 

The former mayor helped to guide Canter¬ 
bury Christ Church from a college into a uni¬ 
versity in his position as chairman of its 
governing body. He also continues to be vice¬ 
chair of the Kent Community Housing Trust, 
which provides residential care for the elderly, 
and chair of St Mary’s Community Trust. 

Cllr Bragg said: “I’m obviously delighted to 
have received this honour and my family are 
very happy. Although I didn’t do all the work to 
get an OBE, I didn’t do anything I didn’t want 
to do and have enjoyed all of it.” 

Another resident in the district to receive a 
Queen’s Birthday Honour was Deal fund¬ 
raiser Barbara Williams. 

The 82-year-old has been a branch volunteer 
and now chair for Macmillan Nurses for 33 
years and, along with her committee, has 
raised more than £250,000 for the charity. 

She said: “I was mildly embarrassed to 
receive the MBE as the other members of the 
committee can do just as well without me, 
whereas without them I’d be stuck.” 

In 2006, Mrs Williams was presented with a 
Paul Harris Fellowship by The Rotary 
Foundation of Rotary International for her 
valued work.

Can you tell me how the work came about? 


A lt’s called The Fifth Continent and is a cel¬ 
ebration of the many moods of the Marsh.

A Yes I do. I have connections with Kent as I 
lived for some time in Stelling Minnis. I 
also teach at Canterbury Christ Church 
University. I have quite a connection with the 
city, as well. 

About 20 years ago the Arts Council ran an 
artist-in-residence programme and I was a 
composer-in-residence. 

Now I go to the university to help young 
composers with their work. 

It’s not a steady teaching job, I don’t get 
involved in the nitty-gritty. Instead, I’ll offer 
advice from the perspective of an outsider. 


A Yes, that’s right. I love the sea and so I felt 
it was something I could get involved with. 
I was asked to write a 20-minute piece and it 
was roughly based on a visitor arriving on the 
Marsh a hundred years or so ago. 

It would have looked bleak in the morning, 
but then the sun rises and you can see how 
beautiful the landscape is as it changes from 
its previously austere self. 

The ending of the piece is a little like the 
beginning, but the feeling is that the visitor is 
more at home in the area and is really appre¬ 
ciating the environment for what it is. 

I have tried to encapsulate the many moods 
of Romney Marsh in the piece and bring alive 
the contrast of the area through music. 

It will be very exciting actually having it 
performed on Romney Marsh - that will be a 
real thrill.

Then it would go back to London 
and musicians would start to learn the piece. 
The following day the bike would arrive again 
and I’d hand over what I had done. 

It was relentless, so much work and so little 
time. I was always working to get stuff ready 
for that bike.

A Mainly BBC shows - Omnibus, Horizon 
and a series about Charles Darwin which 
was on a few years ago.

What about current projects? 


A Well, I’m writing an oboe concerto for a fes¬ 
tival in Birmingham and I’ve got a year to 
do it - a real contrast to the Hammer themes. 
It won’t take me a year, but it’s good to have 
that freedom. I’m fortunate in that I receive a 
lot of commissions - my diary is full for the 
next few years.

THE Dancing Diggers team of 
gyrating JCBs are among the new 
attractions promised for this year’s 
Kent County Show - which organ¬ 
isers say will be bigger and better 
than ever. 

The event will be at the 
County Showground, 

Detling Hill, from Friday 
to Sunday, July 11-13. 

Last year’s show attract¬ 
ed more than 100,000 
spectators. 

As well as a perform¬ 
ance by the earth-moving 
machines, there will be 
many other attractions 
plus the usual annual cel¬ 
ebration of rural and country life. 

The Band of the Corps of the Royal 
Engineers, who were on the hallowed turf of 
Wembley Stadium before last month’s FA Cup 
Final, will be playing in the main area on all 
three days.

There will 
also be a wide range of local produce so people 
can buy and taste the best of Kent’s goods.”

Bluewater 
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No more hard shoulder?

DRIVERS whose vehicles 
break down on a section 
of the M20 could face the 
“terrifying experience” of 
being trapped in fast- 
moving traffic if plans to 
scrap the hard shoulder 
come to fruition. 

The Highways Agency wants to 
turn the carriageway set aside for 
emergencies into a ‘running lane’ 
as a cheaper alternative to road 
widening. 

It is already being tested on 
motorways elsewhere in the UK. 

The agency - which is £3 billion 


over budget in its road-building 
programme - says it would save 
millions on the proposals, which 
affect motorways up and down 
the country. 

Widening a major highway 
costs £40 million a mile, whereas 
conversion costs £10 million. 

The plans propose that traffic 
safety and driver assistance 
would be in the hands of CCTV 
operators who would close the 
hard shoulder to traffic with a 
series of *X’ signs on overhead 
gantries when they noticed a 
vehicle in trouble. 

The idea is still at an early 
stage, but a stretch of the M20 in 
the middle of the county is one of 
the areas thought to be under con¬ 
sideration for the scheme. The 
location has yet to be confirmed.

Nationwide, more than 250 
miles of the busiest motorways 
have been suggested, including 
sections of the M25, M23, M6 and 
M4, as well as a section of the Ml 
stretching from the Midlands to 
the North East. 

It is being tested along the M42 
east of Birmingham during busy 
periods, and the Highways 
Agency said there had been 


“minor collisions” but no deaths or 
serious injuries. 

This had persuaded bosses that 
the scheme was workable. How¬ 
ever, it has come under fire from 
motoring organisation the AA. 

Edmund King, its president, 
said: “The agency is jumping the 
gun by reducing the number of 
refuges [hard shoulders]. 

“We are concerned motorists 
will be caught short, unable to 
reach the next refuge and having 
the terrifying experience of being 
stopped amid fast-flowing traffic.” 

The Campaign For Better Trans¬ 
port also disapproves of the plans. 

Campaigner Richard George 
said: “Ministers tried to sell ‘hard- 
shoulder running’ as a greener 
alternative to widening. But they 
keep moving the goalposts.” 


Take it on trust that Big Switch means savings 


THE National Trust has launched the Big 
Switch, a nationwide project to change 
40,000 light bulbs in its historic houses and 
holiday cottages to low-energy alternatives 
in a bid to cut harmful emissions. 

Once installed, the bulbs in the trust’s 
Kent properties will save about 70 tonnes of 
CO 2 each year - equivalent to taking 24 cars 
off the road for a year. 

The move, which will reduce annual ener¬ 
gy and maintenance costs by about £13,500, 
will also include modifying offices, cafes and 
restaurants owned by the conservation body. 

Among the buildings owned by the organ¬ 


isation are Chartwell, former home of Sir 
Winston Churchill; Smallhythe Place, near 
Tenterden; Scotney Castle and the South 
Foreland Lighthouse. 

The trust will plough these savings back 
into reducing the environmental impact of 
its properties even further. 

“Lighting is really significant for the 
National Trust, perhaps more than many 
people appreciate,” said head conservator 
Katy Lithgow. 

“Good lighting can help to bring collections 
alive and allows visitors to enjoy historic 
interiors. But too much exposure to light is 


detrimental. Ultraviolet [UV] light, the most 
damaging part of the spectrum, is not neces¬ 
sary for us to be able to see. 

“If this element is reduced or even elimi¬ 
nated from light sources, the benefits are 
significant.” 

As part of the Big Switch, the trust will 
make use of hundreds of different types of 
low-energy bulbs, including a new bulb 
made by Philips called the Master Classic. It 
uses technology which emits less UV. 

Ms Lithgow said: “New developments in 
energy-saving light bulbs have enabled us to 
undertake our Big Switch.” 


Greens: high 
time we made 
use of empties 

EMPTY properties across the county which 
could go on the market for housing or com¬ 
mercial use must be made energy-efficient 
before sales go ahead, according to the 
Green Party. 

Greens are particularly concerned that 
low-cost housing should be adapted as it is 
likely to be lived in by those on the lower 
end of the wage scale who may not be able 
to afford the work themselves. 

There are an estimated 25,000 empty 
properties of all types across the county. 

These include: 1,922 unused homes in 
Ashford, 1,395 in Canterbury, 1,835 in 
Dover, 3,127 across Medway, 1,365 in 
Swale, 1,564 in Maidstone, 1,557 in 
Shepway and 1,312 in Thanet. 

Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe said: 
“The huge number of empty properties in 
Kent - 18,403 homes and the rest commer¬ 
cial buildings - offers a considerable 
resource to the county council for creating 
useable homes to the highest standards of 
energy efficiency. 

“As many of these are likely to go into the 
rental sector or be used for social housing, 
they are likely to be inhabited by people on 
low incomes who may not have the cash 
available to fund such work themselves. 

“Therefore it is up to local authorities to 
undertake the work before such properties 
go on the market. 

“This would allow new residents to meet 
the challenge of rising energy bills.” 

Mr Dawe said it was up to the 
Government to help fund such work. 

“Kent councils have limited resources as 
long as central government allocates so 
much tax revenue to itself,” he said.

Brussels bureaucrats may 
be right about 2p banger 


DOES anyone remember an epi¬ 
sode of the TV show Yes Minister 
when there was a great deal made 
of a European Union bid to ban the 
British banger? 

The whole plot revolved around the fact that 
it was considered unhealthy by European offi¬ 
cials, who wanted to call it an “emulsified fried 
fat and gristle tube”, or something similar. 

Well, looking at the ingredients of the new 
2p sausage as promoted by Asda, I feel the 
Brussels bureaucrats might just have a point. 

At 16p for eight, the Smart Price sausage 
contains 34 per cent pork - all well and good, 
even if sausages sold by rival stores boast pork 
content of more than 90 per cent. 

But other ingredients include ammonium 
carbonate, sodium metabisulphate, disphos- 
phates and ascorbic acid - not to say rusk. 

Sounds lovely. 

And where does all this fit in with the cur¬ 
rent fad for healthy eating? 

If you listen to certain sections of the media, 


you’d have thought everyone scoured super¬ 
market shelves for hours to make sure every 
product they bought had an organic label on it. 

Asda says the cheap sausage has been 
brought to the shelves in response to customer 
demand and contains no artificial colours or 
flavourings. 

The company says that it is aimed at cash- 
strapped families and four people can be fed a 
meal of bangers, mash and carrots at a cost of 
£1.60. That’s 40p a head - cheaper than a 
Mars bar each. 

Maybe, but I was of the impression everyone 
nowadays wanted sun-dried tomatoes with no 
food miles but a twist of coriander in the juice. 

That certainly doesn’t appear to be so and I 
think this Asda sausage has got to be - by 
virtue of its price - one of the least appetising 
foods ever put on the market. 

The most unhealthy snack I have ever seen 
was in the US - at a baseball game, in fact. 

A lutherburger is a cheeseburger smothered 
in sauces, with the normal bun replaced by 
two halves of a glazed Krispy Kreme Donut. 


It was invented by a diner in Georgia when 
the cook ran out of buns but had doughnuts. 

Apparently each one contains more than 
1,000 calories a portion and is accompanied by 
warnings that a bite can cause heart prob¬ 
lems. Or just make you sick. 

But at least it doesn’t have an ingredients 
list which sounds like a GCSE chemistry ques¬ 
tion, as the Asda delight seems to. 

Other unhealthy foods have been identified 
by so-called consumer watchdogs as fizzy 
drinks, chips, doughnuts, coffee cake (why?), 
hot-dogs, canned soup and luncheon meat. 

With the possible exception of the last item, 
the others are all perfectly palatable. 

Of course, if you want something low on the 
health factor but a guaranteed delight, I rec¬ 
ommend a bowl of golden nuggets - the honey- 
based breakfast cereal which has yee-haw! (or 
so it says on the packet).

Unite against the 
database state 

When David Davis announced 
his resignation as an MP to 
fight a by-election “against the 
slow strangulation of 
fundamental British freedoms 
by this government”, he cited 
plans for the “most intrusive 
identity card system in the 
world” among his reasons. 

I congratulate Mr Davis on his 
principled stand, which has 
emphasised once again the 
dangers of the Government’s 
identity card scheme. 

Far from just being 
photo-cards to carry in our 
wallets, these cards would link 
each of us to a vast and 
expensive database system 
capable of tracking and 
controlling our everyday lives. 

Most of us already have 
passports, driving licences or 
cheap PASS cards to use to 
establish our identities. 

The Home Office scheme is 
therefore as unnecessary as it is 
dangerous. It must be cancelled 
immediately. 

David Davis is standing on a 
platform that includes 
opposition to this government’s 
creation of centralised dossiers 
on every citizen, including the 
proposed ContactPoint database 
of every child in England, and 


the ID cards database, which an 
influential committee of MPs 
fears could be used to snoop on 
every citizen. 

They also insisted that 
compulsion would not be used 
without another parliamentary 
vote - then set about making 
them compulsory for airport 
security workers and making 
life very difficult for students if 
they decline. 

The MPs who pushed this 
legislation through parliament 
insisted it is in the public’s best 
interests. Will they too now have 
the courage of their convictions 
and defend their decisions to the 
electorate, as Mr Davis has?

■ The Walnut Tree 


THE inn known as the 
Walnut Tree was built during 
the reign of Richard II (1377- 
1399) and started life as no 
more than a timber-framed 
wattle and daub hut with a 
thatched roof. 

In the mid-15th century, a 
small bedroom was added at 
a higher level and by the turn 
of the 16th century, a number 
of improvements had been 
carried out and the main 
dwelling enlarged. 

Ale was brewed here in the 
17th century and a licence to 
sell ales and ciders was 
granted. 

During the Napoleonic 
Wars, it was the stronghold of 
the Aldington Gang - an infa¬ 
mous band of smugglers who 
roamed the marshes and 
shores of Kent. 

High up on the southern 
side of the pub is a small win¬ 
dow, through which the gang 
would shine a signal to their 
confederates on Aldington 
Knoll. The ghost of George 


Ransley, a bygone smuggler, 
is reputed to haunt the inn 
and many strange happen¬ 
ings have been reported. 

The Walnut Tree has an 
excellent restaurant which 
serves fine food. A speciality 
is sizzling grillstones, the old¬ 
est form of cooking. Diners 
cook their meat dish on 
stones at the table. The 
Walnut Tree has offered this 
method for seven years and is 
extremely popular. 

Alongside it offers a selec¬ 
tion of home-cooked fayre as 
well as Sunday roasts. It has

■ Elvey Farm 


ELVEY Farm is a medieval 
gem of a building in a magi¬ 
cal setting surrounded by 75 
acres of idyllic countryside 
close to the village of 
Pluckley. 

Meridian TV’s Jeff Moody 
bought the farm with his 
partner last January and 
turned the whole complex 
into a stylish boutique guest¬ 
house. 

The restaurant itself is in a 
16th century barn with 
amazing views. 

Jeff said: “Our motto is 
‘Kentish to the core’ and it is 
something we care passion¬ 
ately about. We are not just 
talking about locally-sourced 
ingredients - we’re creating 
Kentish recipes from a 
bygone age. 



“There’s a whole host of 
dishes that would appear on 
the kitchen tables of farm¬ 
houses across the county but 
have since died a death. 

‘We are resurrecting them 
with a modem twist. There’s 
lamb and apple pie, salmon 
in strawberry sauce, Kentish 
cobbler and hot pickers pie. 

“Each recipe tells a story 


and each recipe reminds us of 
a time gone by.” 

Local wines from 
Biddenden and Chapel Down 
vineyards accompany the 
delicious food and chef Claire 
Phillips has created a unique 
signature dish called A Taste 
of Kent which features many 
of the dishes on the a la carte 
menu. 

It includes New Romney 
lamb with cherries in pastry, 
smoked Whitstable whiting 
wrapped in a cabbage leaf 
and a pot of gravy made with 
Shepherd Neame ale and is 
the perfect way to gain an 
introduction to local food.

TV MONSTER Top Gear 
returned to our tellyboxes on 
Sunday, and Clarkson and co 
didn’t waste much time in 
burning enough petrol to run 
a Shell garage dry while 
tearing a new hole in the 
ozone layer. 

Not that anyone will really care - I 
mean what’s the future of our planet 
when compared with an hour’s quality 
escapism? 

It’s remarkable how this show has 
become engrained into the national 
psyche in the past few years, especially 
since, in its former incarnation (more 
motoring magazine show than jet- 
propelled stunt festival), it was axed. 

Top Gear has since gone on to 
become event TV, not easy in a world 
where we have about 200 channels to 
choose from. 

Millions of us, including many such 
as me who really don’t care much 
about cars, sit down on a Sunday night 
for our petroleum fix to drool at cars 
we know we’ll never own. 

While it is Clarkson and Hammond 
who dominate the headlines and often 
the show itself, for me it is James May 
who is the real star of the show. 

The eminently watchable, shaggy- 
haired slowcoach, the type of English¬ 
man we thought had perhaps disap¬ 
peared altogether from our green and 
pleasant land, has long been the brunt 
of his cohorts’jokes. 

Occasionally it has been with good 
reason, but to counteract Hammond’s

sarcasm and Clarkson’s bombastic 
T’m-always-right’ bravado, there is no 
better man in my book. 

Indeed, it is undoubtedly the inter¬ 
action between the three different 
characters that makes the wheels of 
this programme spin, and long may 
the wheels remain turning. 

IF ever there were an easier to-dip- 
into show than American comedy My 
Name is Earl, then I’ve yet to find it. 

Starring Jason Lee as the person¬ 
able title character this little gem, it is 
worth half-an-hour of anyone’s time. 

Our hero is a lotto winner and intent 
on making the most of his good 
fortune by righting the wrongs he 
committed in the past and rebalanc¬ 
ing his karma. 

This series has taken place within 
the confines of a prison and, despite 
our protagonist being very much the 
free spirit, the switch has kept the 
formula from going stale. 

Like Top Gear, it’s one to take in if 
the words ‘enjoyable romp’ describe 
your kind of taste.

BRIAN Cox is resting on a bright 
red sofa, recalling the toughest day 
of filming on his latest movie The 
Escapist. 

The veteran actor joined Joseph Fiennes, 
Damien Lewis and Dominic Cooper in Dublin 
on a tight 26-day shoot to make the prison 
break thriller - and the whole cast had to pull 
together. 

“There’s a scene where they come to a wall 
and break through it and build a tunnel. The 
day we were doing it, we had lost a morning 
due to a change in the schedule and I thought, 
We’re not going to do this, it’s ridiculous’,” he 
admits. 

“But we worked really fast and the sense of 
commitment was incredibly moving. I sudden¬ 
ly thought, Wow, we know what we’re up 
against’, in terms of the characters in the story 
- and to get the film made. That was a fantas¬ 
tic day.” 

Cast bonding aside, it’s fair to say the film 
wouldn’t have been made at all had it not been 
for Cox’s involvement. In fact, it was written 
with him in mind. 

The 62-year-old star of the Bourne films had 
met first-time director Rupert Wyatt when 
they worked together for three days on a short 
film called Get The Picture. 

Cox had just completed filming on Troy and 
was suffering from flu when he met up with 
Wyatt for the evening and gave him an offer 
he couldn’t refuse - to write a strong central 
character he could play in a feature film. 

We’d had a lot of wine that evening and I’m 
very keen on encouraging new talent, because 
if you take care of them they’ll take care of you. 
As I get older, it’s quite important to be taken 
care of,” he explains, with a chuckle. 

The Escapist centres around Frank Perry 
(Cox), a prisoner resigned to spending the rest 
of his days inside for a crime he committed 
long ago. 

But when Frank receives a letter from his 
estranged daughter, saying she is critically ill 
after an overdose, he decides to escape so he 
can see her again. 

However, he can’t do so without help, so he 
gathers together a motley crew of other con-

victs for the job - each with their own special 
skills. 

“It’s the classic ‘men in dire straits’ situa¬ 
tion,” says Brian, in his soft Scottish brogue. 

“It’s a wonderful movie because everybody 
has a pride in what they do and a real gift and 
that’s what’s so good about taking the prison 
escape genre on.” 

Dundee-born Cox made his name on the 
stage as a member of the Royal Shakespeare 
Company. He married his second wife, 

German actress Nicole Ansari-Cox, in 2002 
and the couple have two young sons. 

He also has two children, including actor son 
Alan Cox, from his 18-year marriage to 
Caroline Burt. 

Like his character Frank, who has seen a lot 
of things change in the prison system over the 
years, Cox says it is much harder these days to 
get a film made and, more importantly, seen. 

“The toughest part is not making of the film, 
it's how do you get your audience?” he says. 

“This idea of ‘I will build it and they will 
come’, this field of dreams. That’s exactly what 
it is, a field of dreams. 

“The reality is something else. It’s an ongo¬ 
ing struggle to keep the torch burning.”

On top of the world 


“WATCH out!” cried our fresh- 
faced guide, Yarab. Our mini-van 
screeched to a halt as the driver 
slammed on the breaks, thrusting 
us forward. 

“It’s OK - we missed her,” Yarab said with a 
note of relief in his voice. 

Could it have been a pedestrian? Hardly 
likely. At 4,000 metres and surrounded by 
clouds, we were on one of the highest road 
passes in the Himalayan kingdom of Bhutan. 
In fact, our vehicle had come to a shuddering 
stop to avoid a chicken crossing the road. 

It is against the dominant religion in 
Bhutan - Drukpa or Tibetan Buddhism - to 
harm any living being, even a fly... or a chick¬ 
en, come to that. It’s a way of life that makes 
for a gentle race of warm-hearted and deeply 
spiritual people in the spectacular mountain 
kingdom. 

There are not enough superlatives in the dic¬ 
tionary to describe Bhutan. Cliches like "heav¬ 
en on earth’ ring true here. 

Incredible scenery, a fascinating heritage, a 
rich culture of Buddhism and selfless people 
make a trip "an experience like no other’, 
‘never to be forgotten’ and "mesmerising’. 

Often referred to as "the last Shangri-La’, it 
is indeed a mystical place, sandwiched 
between India and China, and neighbouring 
Tibet and Nepal. 

Rich, deep, green valleys make up the west, 
subtropical jungles the south, while the snow- 
covered peaks of the Himalaya are to the 
north. 

Almost completely cut off for centuries,

Bhutan, which has population of some 
700,000, only began to open up to outsiders in 
the 1970s. 

You won’t find many backpackers, though, 
as visitors have to pay a government tax of 200 
US dollars per day for the privilege of being in 
the country. 

Tourism is still restricted and has to be 
arranged through a travel agent, but more 
and more people are being allowed in. 

Arriving in to Bhutan itself is an adventure. 
The only airport, in Paro, about 30 miles from 
the capital Thimphu, lies deep in one of the 
picturesque valleys. 

This makes for a nerve-wracking landing 
as you descend with what seems like inches to 
spare. But in its 24 years of operation, the 
national airline has never had any mishaps. 

Hotels here are limited in number, but one 
which stands out is the luxurious Uma Paro, a 
boutique hotel built around a traditional, 
white-washed stone house. 

Everything about the hotel - from its mini¬ 
malist lobby to the beautiful one-bedroom 
villas - spells understated luxury and there’s 
a strong emphasis on relaxation. 

Paro valley offers so much for visitors and no 
visit would be complete without a trek to the 
Taktshang, the country’s most famous 
monastery. 

Also known as Tiger’s Nest, the pretty, 
whitewashed monastery hangs on a cliff at 
900 metres above the floor of the valley. 

One of the most popular routes into the 
country is the 50-minute Druk Air flight via

Calcutta and our party spent two nights at the five- 
star Sonar Hotel in Calcutta, which belongs to the 
Sheraton hotel group, en route. 

Paro and Calcutta could not be further removed, 
despite being neighbours. Calcutta is a frenetic and 
crowded city buzzing with busy streets - the perfect 
antidote is a few days in Paro, where you’ll feel on 
top of the world.

Collapsing chains 
creating problem 

IN a volatile property market, one of the 
major things that sellers have to be 
wary of is getting into a long chain. 

Instability means transactions are 
more likely to go wrong - so in a chain 
all the participants would be affected. 

The Fall Through Index produced by 
Quickmovenow, a company which buys 
homes from sellers wanting a quick sale, 
indicates the risk of a sale falling 
through has doubled since 2006 and 
stands at about 50 per cent. 

Spencer Botchin, of Kinleigh Folkard 
and Hayward estate agency, said: “Col¬ 
lapsing chains are increasingly common. 

“In particular, this is happening with 
‘down valuations’ after mortgage sur¬ 
veys [where cautious surveyors value 
the property at a lower price, reducing 
the amount that buyers can borrow and 
resulting in them having to pull out], or 
simply when buyers have a change of 
heart.” 

One possible solution is for any person 
in the chain who has a cash shortfall to 
be covered by others, either in the form 
of a loan or grant. 

Another possibility is to have standbys 
in the chain - people who may not have 
been ready to sell when it started but 
may be later in the year. 

Swingles sustain 
designer market 

THE Sex and the City-style singles 
market for designer properties is still 
resilient, with people who live alone look¬ 
ing to buy despite the continuing gloom 
which surrounds home values. 

Whether male or female, they want 
somewhere which is secure as well as 
close to where there is nightlife and 
action such as bars and restaurants. 

They also want new homes to be easy 
to commute from - and they do want 
ultra-cool, contemporary homes with all 
the hi-tech features. 

Impressing guests is high on the list, so 
all factors in choosing a home are taken 
into account.

Always a silver lining 
for some investors 

And fixed-rate lending goes up despite trend

A SURVEY by Abbey has revealed that 
some people quite like the idea of falling 
house prices as it could be something 
that helps them when it comes to invest¬ 
ment. 

The findings stated 3.9 million homeowners were 
happy to wait to see how the market panned out. 

But 1.2 million said recent dips in price were an 
opportunity to move up the housing ladder with bar¬ 
gains coming on to the market. 

In addition, 827,000 believe the best move for them 
is to sell up, rent for a time while prices continue to 
fall, then buy again at a cheaper cost, pocketing the 
profit. 

However, while these findings seem to show that, 
even in a market downturn, many good investment 
opportunities arise, there may be good news of stabil¬ 
ity on the horizon. 

Market analysts have seen a slight increase in 
value alongside other indications that confidence in 
the industry is returning. 

Anomaly 

Department for Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment figures for house prices in April, based on mort¬ 
gage completions, showed a 0.7 per cent rise in prices. 

Set against recent polls indicating price falls, that 
might be seen as just an anomaly, but figures for the 
month from the Council of Mortgage Lenders have 
also indicated a pick-up in lending. 

The figures for the month showed an eight per cent 
increase in volume since March, rising from £24.1 
billion to £26.1 billion. 

While this was still five per cent lower than a year 
earlier, that compares favourably with the year-on- 
year figures in March, which were down 24 per cent 
from 2007. 

Another feature of the trend was that fixed-rate 
lending has gone up. This accounted for 59 per cent of 
all deals, compared with 54 per cent in March. 

CML director general Michael Coogan said: “There 
has been a resurgence of fixed-rate lending as borrow¬ 
ers are seeking certainty. 

“This trend is likely to continue as the anticipation 
of future Bank base rate cuts has diminished.”

HOW much do you want to slash 
your motoring costs and help save 
the planet? 

Enough to buy Skoda’s ultra-green and 
appropriately named Fabia Greenline diesel 
supermini? 

From £11,495 for the hatchback version to 
£12,145 for the estate, tested and pictured here, 
you could average around 70mpg and cut your 
emissions to just 109g/km of C02 - low enough 
to qualify for road tax band-B (£35/year). 

And you won’t pay much extra for this green 
paragon; a conventional Fabia hatchback with 
the same engine and similar spec costs around 
£200 less - cash you recover quickly via the 
Greenline’s fuel savings. 

Skoda claims the Greenline estate version is 
actually the greenest, leanest and most com¬ 
petitively priced in its class. 

The Czech car maker has achieved this 
miserliness by fitting further aerodynamic 
panels beneath the chassis, replacing the 
spare tyre with a puncture repair kit and rais¬ 
ing the front bumper by 35mm. 

But there is a ‘but’ and one we are all going 
to have to face sooner or later as we strive for 


or are forced towards greener motoring, for the 
Greenline is not exactly a treat to drive. 

Sure the Fabia range generally grips, 
handles and rides better than many in the 
supermini segment, but the Greenline’s 80bhp 
1.4-litre engine is both a three-cylinder and a 
diesel, a double-disadvantage on the refine¬ 
ment front. 

The only time the racket fades is during 
motorway cruising, when you also have the 
satisfaction of knowing that a tall fifth gear is 
allowing the car to sip fuel, making the 
Greenline ideal for a regular and increasingly 
expensive daily commute. 

Skoda has also made the latest Fabia a 
brighter place to be; endless dark trimming of 
the cabin in the old car has been replaced with 
a two-tone scheme. 

As before, the quality of the materials is 
robust while the dashboard is well-organised, 
with decent stowage. 

Space front and back is generous for this class 
and the estate works well, delivering 480 litres 
of boot space or 1,460 of load space with seats 
folded, compared with 300/1,168 for the hatch.

THIS sector used to dominate the UK car market, but sales have been eroded by new categories such as the 4x4 sports utility vehicle 
(SUV) and MPV or 'people carrier' and encroachment by upmarket compact executive models like the BMW 3-Series, which now outsells 
the former UK market leader - the Ford Mondeo. Nevertheless, many second-hand car buyers still like the idea of a spacious, comfortable 
and more conventional family runabout and preferably one with a hatchback, so here are three popular sellers based on ability and value. 



ONCE the UK's favourite car, its fall from favour reflects changing 
tastes rather than the Mondeo's ability. The car's greatest weakness 
is the bonnet badge - something the latest generation car tries to 
overcome with Germanic quality and detail. The previous car was 
well-built, superb to drive and incredibly spacious. Apart from the 
best-selling hatchback there is a saloon and one of the roomiest 
estates in the sector, plus a massive range of engines. 


MUCH of that said about the Mondeo applies to its arch-rival, the 
Vectra. Instead of slugging it out toe-to-toe, these two old prize¬ 
fighters are now back-to-back facing threats from other directions. 
The Vectra matches the Mondeo in most areas, but the Vectra is 
chunkier and the interior so well built that it almost intimidates. 
The choice of bodies echoes the Mondeo and the estate is the best 
load carrier in this sector thanks to a longer wheelbase. 


NISSAN'S final Primera was launched in 2002 and could not contrast 
more with its staid predecessors. The teardrop lines made it one of 
the most distinctive cars in this class, perhaps too much so for some - 
hastening its demise - but it offers great driving pleasure, terrific value 
and reliability, plus good Renault-sourced turbodiesels for endurance 
and economy. The range was latterly streamlined to concentrate on 
the hatchback and the spacious and rather more elegant estate.
